These subcommittees, which will be an- 
nounced by Senator Aldrich, the chairman, 
after his return to Rhode Island, will get 
to work within the next month or six weeks, 
and it is the intention to have a currency 
bill drafted in time to submit to Congress 
in December, or ref if there should be 
an extra session. — 

There was at the meeting today formal 
discussion of the House caucus scheme, and 
in fact a copy of the House bill had not been 
suggested to the. Senate committee. Its 
provisions, however, were well understood, 
and cn the whole the House plan will stand, 
although there will be changes in the execu- 
tion; and the House bill as a technical meas- 
ure is not generally to the Sena- 


Agree as to Gold Standard. . 
They agree in ‘a general way with the

It is evident, therefore, that all these all- 
ver certificates could be put into the low de- 
nominations and still not supply the demand 
for small notes. This would necessitate the 
exchange of $71,934,273 in bank notes and 
part of $126,171,383 in greenbacks into notes 
of larger denominations. 

It is claimed that if the silver rl e 
are all converted into low denominations by 
law whenever they are received at the 
Treasury the demand for small notes would 
prevent their: being presented for redemp- 
tion in any considerable quantities. 
Senator Allison is working on this proposi- 
tion, and it will be one ot the features to be 
presented to the Subcommittee on Currency : 
when it meets a month or so later. If the 
greenbacks and national bank notes of small 
denominations are both exchanged for 
larger notes and silver made to occupy the 
field exclusively there would still be a short · 
age in the demand for small notes. 

The idea finds favor with the Senators ex- 
cept that one or two have feared there 
might be 4 political outcry that silver was 
being used for the masses while gold was 
being reserved for the banks and corpora- 
tions.

‘Kansas City in No Hurry. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 9.—[Special.J—The 
urgent order of the War department to the 
local recruiting officer to use every possible 
effort to secure recruits for the Philippines 
has created little enthusiasm in Kansas City. 
Already 200 recruits have been sent from 
this city since the establishment of the re- 
cruiting office six months ago. There has 
been no rush to enlist during the last month 
and none worthy of note since the War de- 
partment’s recent order. This is doubtless 
due to the fact that many letters have been 
received in this community from soldiers 
in the Philippines, expressing dissatisfaction 
with their treatment there.

Mrs, Naylor's Affection for Her Chil- 
dren Likely to Lead Her Back to 
Her Chicago Home 


Cafion City, Colo., June 9.—[Special.]—Mrs., 
Henry Naylor, alias Lillie Williams, will 
probably be impelled by love of her chil- 
dren to return to her Chicago home when

E. D STEVENS BADLY INJURED.

D. Stevens, secretary of the munols 
Life association, 184 Monroe street, was 
seriously injured last evening by being 
thrown from his carriage at Thirty-first 
street and South Park avenue.

-| DISASTERS OF TEXAS FLOOD. 


Early Reports of Loss of Life and Prop- 
Confirmed—The Worst Thought 
| to Be Over. 


Austin, June tonight 
from the flooded district along the Colorado 
River to the northwest of this city fully con- 
firms former reports of loss of life and 
property. All telegraph and telephone wires 
are prostrated, while great tracts of wheat 
and corn have been devastated by the 
waters. 

H. H. Wells, a farmer, in attempting to 
rescue his family by boat, lost his two 
daughters and barely succeeded in saving 
his own life and that of his wife and one 
small child. The body of one of his daugh- 


ters, Lydia, was found today hanging from | 


the top of a tree. 

During the day something like 100 people 
who had been swept away in the first flurry 
of the floods were rescued. There are quite a 
number unaccounted for, and it may be they 
have been drowned. The wheat crop was 
swept away by the flood, entailing a loss of 
thousands of dollars. Cattle, horses, and 
hogs were drowned by hundreds. From all 

reports received from below San Saba the 
entire country has been laid waste, and the 
loss from the flood is beyond accurate eati- 
mate at this time, though it is thought to be 
in the neighborhood of $100,000. Tonight the 
water is receding, and it is oe the 
worst * over.

‘METHODS OF OIL TRUST.| 


TESTIMONY AT WASHINGTON on} 
STANDARDS OPERATIONS. 


State Senator Theodore F. Davie of 
onto and T. v. Westgate, a Titus- 
ville Refiner, Say Competition I» 
Crushed Out by Unscrupulous Prac- 
tices—Railroads Charged with Dis- 

€riminating Againat 
Renners. 


_ Washington, D. C. „ June U- Former State 
Senator Theodore F. Davis of Ohio was the 
first witness before the Industrial commis- 
sion today. He is both a producer and a ro- 
finer of petroleum, located at Marietta, and 
his testimony dealt with the operations of 
the Standard Oil trust and the Argand Ou 
company. 

He complained of the discriminations of 
the railroad companies, saying that the man- 
agers of some of the roads were interested 
in rival companies. His company had been 
compelled to suspend business. Discrimina- 
tion was also practiced by the pipe lines 
In such 
cases they were also unable te secure fair 
rates from railroads, forcing the conclusion 
that the railroad companies were concerned 
for the success of the pipe lines. 

Mr. Davis said that the Standard com- 
pany had been able to come into the control 
of most of the producing area and this was 


accomplished through codperating compa- 


nies. He said that as a refiner he had pur- 
chased considerable oif from the Standard 
company, and that it was the custom of the 
Standard company to charge up its losses 
of oll by fire, leakage, etc., in any given dis- 
trict to the purchasers in that distriat, dis- 
tributing the loss among them. 

He said the Standard company had such 


close relations with the railroad companies 


and so completely control the markets as 
to render it almost im cable for any re- 
finer to enter upon the manufacture of such 
products as lubricating oil. He was satisfied 


‘the Standard cempany had informati W of 


every barrel shipped by his house. 
shipment was followed up and the S e 
approached with offers of oil at lower rates, 
The competitors also resorted to duplicating 
his brands and sending out under them in- 
ferior articles of oil. The competition had at 
last become 80 fierce that his house had been 
compelled to go out of business. 

Mr. Davis was followed by T. U. Westgate, 
an oll refiner at Titusville, Pa. Among oth- 
er companies in which he is interested is the 
Pure Oil company. He said that in both 
New York and Philadelphia the Standard 


company had reduced the price of ofl imme- . 


diately upon his company entering the field, 
and that ewing to this reduction olls were 
now being sold in both markets at prices 
which would render the business unprof- 
itable. 

Mr. Westgate nad no doubt that the Stand- 
ard company knew each morning just what 
his shipments had been the day before. He 
could not say that the railroads supplied 


the information, but he knew that it did not | | 


go from his own office. He also told of in- 
stances in which the Standard company had 
made efforts to entice his men from him and

It 1s these flaws in his 
idol that cause all the trouble between 
Perior and Camelia and there are times 
when he tells her some brutal truths in no 
unsparing fashion. Of course this is the 
way to wih the heart of a coquette, though. 
as the story goes, it is the hero himse.f who 
is besieged and Camella stoops humbly and 
low to conquer. 

The story weakens a little at the end and 
Camelia’s character is not so well sustained 
after she gives up coquetry and takes to 
cottages; besides, one doubts whether a 
tendency to such flagrant flirting and fibbing 
could be se summarily cured as was Ca- 


melia’s. And there is a4 touch of melodrama | 


in the way the meek and saintly cousin Mary 
is suddenly transformed into a fury under 
the lash of CamelMa’g: vanity. Then, too, 
though Perior is the kind of manly lover that 
all the world loves, yet we see almost too 
much dt his love-making side and not enough 
of the subservient interest of editorship. But 
his is such a robust, wholesome affection 
that we cannot wonder that it dominated 
him; and besides no one could help it with 
Camelia! 
From beginning to end the book holds one 
by its bubbling freshnéss and utter freedom 
from hackneyed or conventional phrase- 
ology. In contrast to this story one is in- 
clined, before the more inane novel, to make 
the remark that Camelia uttered about her 
friend’s much stayed flgure: I don't 
think it looks alive, you know.“ Miss Sedg - 
wick’é book ls much alive.

Clearly the most important of these !s 
Music and Musicians,“ written by Albert 
Lavignae, professor of harmony in the 
Paris Conservatory, and published by Henry 
Holt & Co. Professor Lavigniac has laid out 
his work in five chapters, almost any one of 
which ig. ete enough in its scope and 
treatment for a text book. | 1 
The first chapter deals with the laws of 
vibration and acoustics; the second, with 
the materials of music, the voice, the instru- 
and orchestration; the third, with 
harmony, counterpoint, amd fugue; 
fourth, with musical esthetics, the sonata, 
symphony, minuet, scherzo concerto, over- 
ture, improvisation, criticism, and ‘music as 
the art beautiful; and the last, with a his- 
tory of music from the time of the Assyrians 
to our own, the article upon music in Amcr- 
ica being in the nature of an addendum by 
Mr. H. E. Krehbiel. The bulky volume con- 
tains numerous illustrations anc examples 
in musical notation. 
Professor Lavignac has already com- 
mended himself to the musical world by his 
scholarly treatise upon the Wagner music- 
dramas, but he has now greatiy tucreased 
its obligations by this new and compre- 
hensive product of his musical knowledge. 
In its general plan it is as complete as an en- 
cyclopedia, and it adds to its exhaustive- 
ness of treatment a reliability and authority 
which give it the highest value. To the 
student it must prove Invaluable, and to the 
amateur it. will be of great use. It is a 
musical lidfary in itself, and by far the most 
important .work on music which has been 
issued of late years, whether considered 
from the scientific of esthetic standpoint. 
All thatis neceasary to be understood of the 
art of music may be found in its pages, and 
as a reference it is distinctly valuable, more 
so, indeed, than any work of the kind which 
has been printed for many years past.

Mr. W. F. Henderson, whose musical vol- 
umes are becoming pleasantly familiar, has 
just added another to the list, The Orches- 
tra and Orchestral Music’’ (Scribner). It 
is a peculiarity of Mr. Henderson, and an 
admirable one, too, that he always writes 
for the layman.

From the comprehensive title of “ History 
Up to Date the reader might naturally ex- 
pect an outline of the world’s happenings 
from the earliest times down to and includ- 
ing the present day. But this is not a history 
of Europe, Asia, Africa, or the 
the sea. It is not a history of America, 
north or south. It is not even a history of 
the United States. It is a history of the war 
det ween the United States and Spain. 

In his preface Mr. Johnston states that his 
book is a record of the dying moments of 
the Monroe doctrine, the spirit that for more 
than 100 years inspired the civic body born 
in the revolution of the American colonies 
of Great Britain near the endi of the last 
century. It is the narrative of the entrance 
of a new spirit into that civic body while in 
the throes of war with Spain..“

THE LINSEED OIL: 

Tun Txrnuxmn in its issue of Thursday 
last printed the detailed story of the tum- 
ble in the stock of the American. Linseed 
company—a trust which attempted to con- 
trol the business of linseed oll making. 
The cause of the collapse was set down to 
the failure of the combination to control the 
situation. It owns only 461 presses, as 
against 348 outside presses. To control 
trade such a combination should have at 
least 85 per cent of the producing capacity 
in.its line. The American company has but 
55 per cent, and it will not have that long, 
as several parties who sold to the combina- 
tion now propose to resume business. Not 
being master of the situation it cannot 
crush out competition, consequently it can- 
not fix prices. The American company was 
built up on the ruins of the old National. 
The National went to its downfall by spec- 
ulations in flaxseed, made necessary, it 
was said, by severe competition, But how 


much better off is the American? It, too, 


has severe competition. The company is 
capitalized at double the amount of the old 
one, while its manufacturing capacity is 
not much greater and it is loaded with a 
fixed charge of $1,200,000 a year for divi- 
dend account. The best it can do in earn- 
ing capacity is a mere fraction of that 

The above outline of ‘the sitpation may 
explain why tt is that the Chicago invest- 
ors—many, if not most, of them innocent 
and guileless purchasers—have lost $3,000,- 
000 on their stock in this tumbling indus- 
trial.

THE TEMPORARY ALASKA 


The Alaska boundary dispute is following 
the same course as the Bering Sea ques- 


tion. A provisional line of delimitation has 


been agreed upon for two years, leaving 
the main question open for future discussion 
and settlement. The agreement) will not 
be wholly satisfactory to either of the two 
parties chiefly concerned—Canada and the 
United States, The necgssity of agreeing 
upon a modus¢vivendi to govern conditions 
in the gateway to the Klondike this summer 


and fall was so apparent and urgent that 


Canada’s objections have been overruled. 

The provisional settlement arrived at, on 
other hand, will be hardly less disap- 
pointing to American residents in the dis- 
trict. Governor Brady of Alaska, in par- 
ticular, will npt welcome the modus vivendi, 
as some time ago he requested United 
States troops in order that the disputed. 
territory might be taken 777 ot᷑ to 

„maintain our sovereignty over the soil 
which we claim,” and added: ‘I see no 
other step for us to take if we vam to 
avoid a conflict.“ 

The Governor's ideas as to the obi of 
avoiding a conflict are naive and unique, 
much like those of some Canadians, who 
would hustle the United States off territory 
which they now find would be exceedingly 
convenient and useful to themselves. Hap- 
pily, the diplomats at Washington and Lon- 
don do not go about matters r . 
torily. 

The provisional boundary agreed upon is 
practically the same as that arrived at a 
year ago, with a clearer delimitation in the 
vicinity of the Dalton trail at the end of 
Chilkat Pass from Pyramid Harbor. The 
points then agreed upon were on the Sti- 
kine River, northeast of Wrangell, and 
two lines at the head ofthe Lynn Canal 
region.

THE PROPOSED SUBWAY. 
The more the details of the proposed 
subway are scrutinized the more fantas- 
tic it appears. The minimum depth to 


which the subway would have to be car- | 


tied, in order to insure a depth of twen- 
tyrone feet in the river, is sixty feet. But 


the future has claims to consideration. The 


promoters of this scheme should reflect 
that as larger vessels are continually being 
built, necessitating greater draft, the 
depth considered adequate today may fall 
as far short of future requirements as 
the depth considered ample a decade ago 
falls short of the wants of today. So that, 
unless the city is prepared to run the risk 
ot being compelled at enormous additional 
‘expense in the future to lower the pro- 
‘posed subway, as must be done with the 


present tunnels, a depth of sixty-five feet 


would be no more than prudent. Many 
far-seeing men will insist that seventy feet 
would be little enough. The proximity of 
the proposed tunnel to the mouth of the 


river makes adequate depth all the more 


imperative.

‘of sixty feet the approaches would have 


to extend from Madison street on the south 
to Huron street on the north, with a 
gradient of 3 per cent.

promoters of the enterprise—it would be a 
mile long lacking two blocks. It would 
be useless for the territory intermediate 
between Huron street and Madison; and it 
would not be available for ordinary daily 
travel between the North and South Sides, 
as people who used it would find the south 
end too far east for convenience. A 


woman out upon a shopping tour would 


not care to start from a point 300 to 600 
feet east of the present foot of Madison, 
street or perhaps from a terminus east 
of the Illinois Central tracks. The drive- 
way would be for pleasure purposes only, 
and what pleasure there would be in going 
a mile underground it is difficult to imagine. 
All the alluring and enticing attractions 
set forth in the prospectus of glamed tile 
and electric lights would not reconcile the 


people to a journey through a subterranean . 


bore a mile long by thirty-four feet wide, 
all of it on an up or down grade except 
the small part immediately under bed 
of the river, which would be particularly, 
damp, noisome, and gloomy.

What ruins and condemns 
them all is the fact that they have fallen 
into the hands of the professional gamblers 
and blacklegs who contaminate everything 
they touch.

There is usually no great dam- 
age done in a boxing match, and from a 
scientific point of view they have the peren- 
nial interest that has attended trials of 
strength since the days of the Olympian 
games. But when they degenerate into 
regular prize fights, fouglit to a finish, and 
run by gamblers, with all the brutal and 
demoralizing accompaniments of affairs like 
this between Fitzsimmons and Jeffries, 
they arouse only disgust, and the people 
care but little what may happen to either 
brute. Encounters of this kind cease to 
be legitimate trials of strength and become 
the grossest kind of brutality stimulated 
by gambling. The law ought to interfere 
and draw some line, if possible, between 
boxing and prize fighting.

GERMANY’S NEW All ISLAND. 
—The Island of Fernando Po, which it is 
reported Germany, is about to buy from 
lies a few miles off the coast 
of the German colony of the Cam- 
eroons, on the west coast of Africa. It con- 
tains 830 square miles of territory. The 
island is most beautiful, being covered with 
luxuriant vegetation, but the climate is un- 
healthy.

New York, June 9.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will 


Say: 
The last week has brought a rise in prices 
not equaled in any other week of many 
years. Iron products have advanced 8.82 
per cent in one week, and pig iron 4.8 per 
cent, following advances of 8 per cent in pig 
and 4 per cent in products during May. 
Cotton has advanced 1 per cent and ‘cot- 
ton goods 1.8 per cent during the week, 
‘with woolen goods 8 per cent and boots and 
Shoes 1 per cent. 
A little reaction of 6 per cent appears in 
leather, and 7 per cent in hides, but the 
characteristic of the time is that expecta- 
tions of higher prices induce buying far in 
‘advance of requirements for consumption. 


It is needless to say that this is a symptom 


of danger, and the most conservative man- 
ufacturers, especially in iron and steel, have 
striven to avoid it, but actual inability, to 
deliver products demanded leaves them lit- 
tle power, while speculation in wool and 
other lines is trom consump- 


tion. 
It is a saving feature that quotations are 
‘quite largely fictitious. Almost all the goods 


now being delivered or produced in sgme 


Industries are on prices fixed by orders ac- 
cepted several months ago, and nearly all 
the iron works being thus tied up far ahead 
the prices quoted indicate not at all what 
‘they are getting, but what they see fit to ask 
as a way of refusing orders which they can- 

not accept, or else the bids ef impatient 

» buyers, who can find nobody ready to de- 
liver large quantities.

But there are no accounts of large trans- 
‘actions at these or any other prices, though 
gmall sales of pig last week or Italy and 
this week for Bremen at market prices, with 

German offers for 10,000 tons Southern pig, 
indicate that needs abroad are quite as great 
as they are here. 

While there is a better demand for woolen 

goods, so that prices of some have advanced, 
it is not yet possible to distinguish heavy 
speculative operations in wool at Boston 
from efforts .of mills to buy. The prices 
current in all wool growing. sections are so 
high as to prevent sales in Eastern markets 
to consumers, and traders who believe that 
milis will presently be forced to pay higher 
prices are taking the same risk they did in 
the winter of 1897, not realizing the size of 
stocks held. 

The cotton market has advanced a six- 
teenth without other reason than the great 
demand for goods, but stocks of cotton here 

and abroad are heavy, and the Financial 
Chronicle estimates a decrease of only 3.2 

per cent in acreage. Goods are selling large- 
ly, and prices of ginghams and prints have 
advanced. 


After some advance wheat suddenly de- 
clined two cents, closing lower for the week. 
Against all accounts of injury is the solid 
fact that Western receipts were 5,049,194 
bushels for the week, against 1,477,045 from 

the great crop of last year, and at current 

low prices such receipts would be inexpli-. 
cable, if growers really expected a short 
yield. 

Exports have declined, being only 1,849,373 
bushels, flour included, from Atlantic ports, 
* against 4,206,203 last year, and 623,400 from 
Pacific ports, against 253,213 last year, but 
even as to future foreign demands this is 
pot strong evidence. 

The estimates of reduction in yield are 
weakened in market judgment by certainty 
that spring wheat acreage is unknown, and 
may exceed expectations, and that the pros- 
pect in spring wheat States is excellent. 


Corn has shown unusual independence, 


scarcely changing in price, with exports 
2.804.900 bushels, against 4,134,641 last year. 

For the current wéek failures have been 
159 in the United States, against 203 last 
year, and 10 in Canada, against 17 last year.

If there is no stone to cut at any of the 
three quarries nearby they go back to their 


farms and raise cattle and make hard cider. 


All of them are above want, while a good 


number are well-to-do, owning fine farms 


and fast horses and having money in bank. 
The meeting which. was to decide the 


rate of wages which the union should de- 
mand on the Chicago job was called for 


Saturday evening, Nov. 27, 1898. In the 


afternoon the worst storm that has visited

or two of single men, most of whom lived 
near by, got together and had things their 

own way. They passed resolutions demand- 
ing 40 cents an hour for eight hours’ work 
or the same rate for 9 hours, pledging them- 
selves never to labor ten hours a day.

Lord Salisbury’s Objection to Scot- 
land Bill Answered—Appeal to Hu- 
mane People Not to Purchase in Es- 
tablishments Where the Assistants 
Are Not Permitted to Sit Down. 


London Lancet: The causes of female 
disease distinctly traceable to the practice 
of continually standing in shops are so many 
and various that we have been compelled 
to take action in the matter.“ Thus we 
wrote in 1880, and the publication by us of a 
blacklist had considerable effect in amell- 
orating the conditions under which certain 
shopgirls worked at that time. Since then 
something further has been done in the way 
of early closing to mitigate the evils of long 
‘standing in shops by affording the girls op- 
portunity for recreation, but there are still 
firms, we are sorry to hear, who compel 
their employée to stand all day long, and 
eur statement of nearly twenty years ago 
with regard to the evils of this practice re- 
mains as true today as it was then. : 
At a recent meeting at St. Martin's Town 
Hall, held under the auspices of the Early 
Closing association, attention was called to 
gents for shop assistants (Scotland) 
bill, and the action of Lord Salisbury in 
‘bringing about its rejection in the House

In spite of this 
the blessing of Providence is constantly 
being invoked upon engines of war and of 
destruction. It was but the other day that 
the distribution of the new repeating rifie. 
to the Montenegrin troop#at Cettinje formed 
part of a solemn religious service, during the 
course of which the guns were sprinkled with 
holy water and divine blessing invoked upon 
them and upon their donor, the Czar, and 
now we find the Kaiser christening a new 
fort at Metz with a religious ceremony. : 
To call down the blessing of the deity on 
this fortress, the guns of which are pointed 
against France and the success of which 
can only consist in the destruction of in- 
numerable French lives, sounds so paradox- 
ical that it almost savors of blasphemy. 
Yet it is difficult to draw the line. We have 
for years past been accustomed fo the 
christening of battleships with religious. 
ceremonies. After all, there is not much 
difference between a battleship and a fort, 
and if the blessings of heaven are to be in- 
voked upon the one there is no reason what- 
soever why they should not be invoked upon 
e other. 
erg l. at the same time, one is tempted to 
ask where religious ceremonies of this kind 
are to stop. In Europe, new railroads, and 
even new locomotives and railroad cars, 
are solemnly christened before being used. 
So, too, are balloons and huge cannon, Peo- 
ple do not seem to see anything incongruous 
or blasphemous in the matter, and yet it 
would be infinitely more natural and cer- 
tainly less paradoxical to invoke blessings 
upon a game of baccarat or of hazard before 
sitting down to the card table than to ask 
for divine blessing upon guns, rifles, and 
fortresses. Cards, at any rate, are a sort of 
amusement, and do fot necessarily cause 
bloodshed, whereas, prayers dor the success 
of war material can only be to the effect 


that they should do lots of Killing.»

He was with 
the Crown Prince at Meyerling. ene it was 
he who, together with Prince P flip of Co- 
‘burg, burst open the locked door of Ru- 
dolph’s apartment and found the Baroness 
Marie Vetzera, self-poisoned by means of 
strychnine, her death having occurred sev- 
eral hours previously, while the Crown! 
Prince had his brains blown out, his body 
being still quite warm, the inference being 
that he had put a revolver to his temple on 
discovering the death of the woman with 
whom he was so deeply infatuated. Prince 
Philip remained on the scene, while Count 
Hoyos hastened off to Vienna, and, making 
his way into the presence of the Empress in 
hunting dress, covered with mud and dirt, 
informed her of what had taken place. 
Immediately after the funeral the Count 
disappeared from Vienna and spent a couple 
of years traveling in Africa, where he is 
stated to have courted death on many an 


occasion. 
seldom seen in the streets of Vienna. He 


all his quondam associates and friends, and 
eventually taking up his residence at Temes- 
var. For he seemed to realize that his aspect 
must necessarily recall to the minds of all 
who knew him memories of the tragedy.
